His Version of the Santiago 
Campaign Told to the 
War Investigators. 


WAS A MILITARY SUCCESS 


And Cheap a t a horn o f Only SOO 
Men In B attle He Alone Re*poiisl* 
ble For la c k of Ambulant'*"*- Doc­ 
tor* W orked Like Tn$art«t- Built a 
* Platform to Get on HI* Horne. 


W ashington, Dec. 21.—General Shaf­ 
ter appeared rather unexpectedly before 
the war investigation committee yester­ 
day afternoon aud told his story of the 
Santiago expedition. 
Ho was supported 
by hi* aide, Colonel Miller, who was 
with him in Cuba, and flanked by a 
large portmanteau of papers, to which 
his aide occasionally applied for refer­ 
ence. 
General Shafter’* story of the opera­ 
tions around Santiago wa* tersely told, 
but at time* quite virid in its recital aud 
interesting in detail. 
Briefly summed 
up, his estimate of the Santiago expedi­ 
tion was that it had been a military suc­ 
cess and cheap at the cost of 500 men 
lost in the; fight. 
General Shafter went into a detailed 
account of his preparations for the San­ 
tiago expedition. 
He said his plans were 
changed throe time* by the department, 
aud once he actually started but was 
called back by the report of Spanish 
warships off the coast. He *aid the trans­ 
port fleet was not sufficiently large to 
accommodate 17,000 men for any length 
of time at sea, but all were so anxious to 
go that he risked considerable crowding 
to take all the men possible. 
He ad­ 
mitted that he took chance* in doing 
thi*, but said the weather was good aud 
there was no mishap to regret. The 
men were regulars, almost entirely, fully 
equipped, aud he saw that they were 
made as comfortable as circumstances 
permitted. 
As to medical supplies General Shaf­ 
ter said: “ You know medical supplies 
are the one thing that a commanding 
general or a hne officer never know* 
anything about. 
My medical officer 
said he thought he had enough medical 
supplies for the temporary service to 
which we thought we were destined. 
Events proved that the sorg< on was 
mistaken. 
The ammunition supply was 
ample.” 
‘How about the ambulance?” asked 
General Beaver. 
“ As to those ambulances,” said Gen­ 
eral Shafter, “ I take the whole responsi­ 
bility on myself. 
I ordered and super­ 
vised their loading. After event* proved 
that it would have been better to have 
taken IO or 15 additional ambulance* 
aud left that many wagons behind. But 
wagons can be used for two purposes 
aud ambulance* can be used bur f< >r one. 
I took the wagon* and the wounded had 
to be transported in them after the first 
Jay’s fight.
